, Zaandam, Netherlands, Oct. 17. 


Final preparations are being made here to attempt to 
salvage smuggled gold valued at 72,000,000 guilders (about 
£7,200,000) believed to be aboard a German ship torpedoed by 
British warships off the Dutch coast in 1917. 

Thousands of shareholders, both Dutch and foreign, have 


invested in the difficult and’ costly salvage venture. 
A gigantic caisson is ready to be towed to the spot and sunk above tho 


37-year-old wreck, which is also said to 


contain 3,000,000 guilders 


(about 


£300,000 sterling) worth of cocoa butter. 


It is the latest and, according 
to experts, the most promising 
of many attempts to recover the 
sunken treasure, The last cffort 
in 10948 falled owing to lack of 
funds and shortage of salvoge, 
inatertal, 

Many ingenious methods were 
used to smuggle commoditica in 
short supply from neutral 
Holland to blockaded Ger- 
many during World War 1. 

The pickings for smugglers 
were rich, slnce the hard-pressed 
Germans paid exorbitant prices 
for food, raw ‘materials, and 
strategic goods. Legul trade 
wos subject to rigid Dutch 
restriction. 

Gold) was prized since It 
enabled Germany to buy scarce 
goods in other neutral countrics. 

Ono August night In 1917 the 
German ship, Renate Leonhardt, 
loaded so-called “cargo of 
coke,” 
salled In convoy pust the Dutch 
North Sea istand of Texel, she 
was suddenly attacked and ‘sunk 
by British torpedo boats. 

Tho story goes that a German 
woman aboard shouted: "They 
are walting for us--we have 
been betrayed!" The woman, 
whose name is unknown to this 
day, sinco sho went down with 
the ship, said that the Renate 
Leonhardt wos currying 484 
chests of gold and valuable secret 
papors,
